There is little news from Paris to-day 
concerning the conference of the Allied

One afternoon M. Herriot and 
the American representative walked in 
earnest conversation through Whitehall 
to Trafalgar square, with frequent halts, 
while points under discussion were 
stressed, and there were many private 
meetings between two or more delegates 
which lasted until long after midnight. 
In those days the acceptance of the Dawes 
scheme was in the balance, but by a series 
of personal talks divergent opinions were 
brought into line, and there is hope of a 
similar happy result from the Paris 
meetings. 


A Socialist Campaign. 


Undismayed by the set-back at the 
general election, the Socialists are deter- 
mined to put up a great fight to capture 
the London County Council at the trien- 
nial election in March, and they will 
contest every seat. The chief slogan will 
be one for municipalisation of milk, 
bread, meat, fish and coal supplies, with a 
8 that all will be cheaper. The 

unicipal Reformers, however, do not in- 
tend that the Socialists shall have every- 
thing their own way and will offer a 
determined opposition.

e League of Nations. 


The League of Nations keeps its fifth 
birthday to-morrow, and it looks back on 
its work of extraordinary activity and 
useful development during the past year. 
The League, however, is a costly affair; for 
this year the amount required for ts 
maintenance is nearly nine hundred 
thousand pounds, of which the British 
Empire will contribute about eighty-six 
thousand pounds. During 1924 the health 
organisation extended its sphere of action. 
and is giving increasingly effective help to 
national administrations in their cam- 
paign against epidemics’ and their 
attempts to improve national health. As 
regards the League's political work, the 
outstanding event of the past year has 
been the elaboration of the “Protocol for 
the Settlement of International Disputes.”’ 


St. Paul a. 


The condition of St. Paul's Cathedral 
is causing deep concern to the public, ani 
there is now something of a disposition to 
blame the Cathedral Chapter for its silence 
in the matter. It is pointed out that the 
Cathedral authorities apparently have 
preferred to carry on the daily Services 
rather than immediately attack the 
dangers confronting the building. The 
| prevent remedial work has been going on 
or three years, but it is said that the 
amount accomplished could have been done 
in three months. All work has to e 
suspended several times a day for the 
Services, causing endless delay. It is sug- 
gested that the Cathedral should be closed 
at once and the consolidation of the piers 
completed without delay. 


A Big Chcq 


The London General Omnibus Company 
had a cheque written to-day to the order 
of the London County C 'ouneil for £354,555 
in respect of the motor omnibus licences 
for the current year. This huge cheque, 
with one of over £14,000 paid last week, 
makes the total contribution of the 
Omnibus Company towards the upkeep of 
roads £348,714 to date, and the payment 
constitutes a record on the part of the 
company.

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NEW YEAR PROMISES 
PROSPERITY. 


EMINENT ECONOMIST IN 
BELFAST, 


OPTIMISTIC SPEECH. 


-“ 


The whole economic destiny of the 
suntry was bound up in the question 
whether or not they were going to get a 
proper standard of values, said Sir Josiah 
Stamp, the eminent economist, yesterday, 
lecturing in Belfast. 

Discussing the proposed return to the 
gold standard, Sir Josiah urged co-opera- 
tion between all the large banking institu- 
tions for the common good. 


The lecture was delivered at a luncheon 
meeting of the Belfast Chamber of Commerce, 
Sir Samuel Kelly, President, in the chair. 

Sir Josiah Stamp paid tribute to the ser- 
vices rendered on behalf of the North of Ire- 
land by their Finance Minister, Mr. Pollock, 
and his trusted colleague, Sir Ernest Clark. 
The faithfulness, thoroughness, and fairness 
with which they had represented the claims 
of Northern Ireland had left nothing to be 
desired, and they had always made him feel 
he must rise to the highest sense of duty after 
he had listened to them. 

The speaker said that the year on which 
they had just entered started under better 
auspices than any year in the past decade. 
This year opened with a fairer prospect. There 
were more of those great and difficult pro- 
blems lying behind them settled or on the 
fair way to be settled than before. 

TWO BASIC PROBLEMS. 

They ought always to focus their minds 
upon the basic problems they had not yet had 
the time to took at—to look to the economic 
destiny of things. Given a peaceful state of 
national and international politics, to what 
had they to turn their minds? 

There were two basic problems, but the 
were both extraordinarily difficult, and bo 
demanded settled concentrated, and persis- 
tent attack by everyone, both here and 
abroad. Those two things were: The quantity 
of material, goods, and service that our com- 
bined efforts are producing; and, secondly, 
a reliable means of measuring the division of 
those things. 

To-day they had an excellent knowledge of 
what was happening in regard to exports and 
imports; they had also statistics as to unem- 
ployment and the keen Belfast business men, 
in common with others, had the opportunity 
of knowing how to measure those indications 
of prosperity and adversity. A very large 
part of the difficulties of capital investment 
and of employment would be removed if the 
variations and fluctuations in trade could be 
removed. One of the remedies was a better 
knowledge of the total quantities required of 
service, and of production ; but a most impor- 
tant matter was a solution of the wages 
problem. 

The last ten years had been such a lesson. 

They had learned by index numbers and 
figures the sort of fluctuations that were to be 
encountered, and they had reached what he 
would describe as a ruinous stage. The 
standard of life must depend the 
standard of production, and until they had 
that the cost of living index was a snare and 
a delusion. What was the use of trying to 
get people away with the idea of enjoying the 
same consumption now as before, when there 
was not the same production as before? What 
was the use of trying to get wages settled on 
an economic basis unless they realised that 
wages must be regulated by output? 

STANDARD OF EXCHANGE. 

The second basic principle was measure- 
ments of values. In the last few years their 
object had been to keep their prices constant 
and level. They had preferred to let the ex- 
change look after itself, and, as it turned out, 
they had followed that course with consider- 
able success. 

What was the pre-war stability of gold? 
Sir Josiah quoted the pre-war fluctuations in 
this standard, and then said that one asked 
whether it was beyond the modern financial 
mind to get something better. Personally, he 
thought with the gold standard there would 
be a tendency for prices to rise and gold to 


, fall in value. 


It was no exaggeration to say that the 
whole economic destiny of the country is 
wrapped up in the question whether or not 
they were going to get, and k and co- 
ordinate, a proper standard of values. He 
urged co-operation between all the large bank- 
ing institutions throughout the world and the 
proper utilisation of gold reserves, It was a 
bold thing to ask them to perform social good 
a their own expense. What they had to do 
was to let the banking world know that the 
commercial world felt that the banks exercised 
a national trust in the way in which they 
worked upon the measure of values. 

In proposing a vote of thanks to Sir Josiah 
Stamp, the Right Hon. H. M. Pollock said 
it had been his great privilege to come into 
close contact with Sir Josiah Stamp for more 
than twelve months past, and he had always 
admired his master mind. 


YOUNG STREET TRADERS 


APVEAL TO THE PUBLIC. 


At the sitting of the Children’s (Street 
Trading) Court yesterday, when applications 
were received for renewal of licences by 
juvenile street traders, mainly newsboys, for 
the year 1925, the President, Mr. F. W. 
Ryan, B. L., stated that the conditions under 
which these young traders attempted to gain 
a livelihood were as unsatisfactory as ever, 
and the outlook was deplorable. 

To begin with, though all such juvenile 
traders are required to register for more 
regular employment at the Labour Exchanges, 
there is littie prospect that he knew of at 
present of industrial employers taking on 
either newsmen or newsboys. In addition, 
the law allowed everyone over 14 years, on 
complying with the requirements oí the by- 
laws, to obtam a licence, and, with an in- 
creasing number .of legitimate traders, there 
is little prospect of any newsboy to-day ob- 
taining a man’s — wage on reaching a 
man’s age. Also, such newsboys and news- 
men were unfortunately their own employers, 
and were not insu under the National 
Health Acts as regards ill-health or unemploy- 
ment. In the past this was a state of things 
which was not, perhaps, so serious and was 
overlooked. 


In the pus state of affairs, when we 


were ourselves alone responsible for the wel- 
fare of the workers of this city, this condition 
of the street traders called for immediate 
tion.

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HOW AGRICULTURE IS 
ASSISTED.

Ireland by the Right Hon. E. M. Arch- 
dale, Northern Minister of Agriculture, 
was broadcast last night from the Belfast 
broadcasting station. Mr. Archdale showed 
the steps that are being taken by the 
Ministry to foster the industry in the 
Six Counties. 
RAISING THE STANDARD. 

It was not generally realised, he said, that 

agriculture was their greatest industry, the 
vailing idea being that linen and chip- 
ilding were of greater importance to the 
prosperity of the province. 

— possible effort, he said, from a finan- 
cial educational standpoint, is being made 
by the Northern Government to raise the 
standard of farming, and so enable the in- 

to meet successfully the competition 
from foreign countries in the home and c.vss- 
Channel markets. The agricultural produce 
of most foreign countries must, as a rule, be 
graded and packed under Government super- 
vision. It is, therefore, usually placed on the 


| British markets in first-class condition, and it 


has the added advantage of very reasonable 
railway and steamship rates for conveyances 
to Great Britain. To face this keen competi- 
tion it is imperative on the farming com- 
munity to pay the closest attention to detail 
in connection with the production and market- 
ing of agricultural commodities, and they may 
rely ón receiving every possible assistance and 
advice from my Ministry. In common with 
most members of the agricultural community, 
I favour the fostering of agricultural interests 
by voluntary methods rather than by legisla- 
tion of a compulsory nature, on which so 
many of our foreign competitors rely. 

In an outline of the more important features 
of the Ministry’s work the Minister said— 
Education is the foundation stone of our 
scheme of development—real Emma cannot 
be made by farmers generally without a 
thorough understanding of the basic prin- 
ciples underlying the agricultural industry. 
Through the medium of our schemes of in- 
struction in agriculture, horticulture, e 
keeping and butter- making, so capably ad- 
ministered by the County Committees of Agri- 
culture, education is brought within the reach 
of farmers of every class by means of lectures 
on agricultural subjects and personal visits by 
fully-qualified instructors. In suitable dis- 
tricts in each. county courses of instruction in 
agriculture, poultry-keeping and butter. 
making are arrang for farmers’ sons and 
daughters, at which a preliminary training in 
these subjects is given. 


TRAINING FOR MEN AND WOMEN 


Following the classes in agriculture, a com- 
prehensive course of training is provided for 
young men, who can 4 to the Green- 
mount Agricultural and Horticultural College, 
County Antrim, and a large number of en- 
trance scholarships in connection with this 
college are awarded to pupils who have at- 
tended the short courses in agriculture. The 
system of agricultural education for young 
men has been completed by the establishment 
of an Agricultural Faculty at the Queen's 
University of Belfast. Six scholarships 
of the value of £100 per annum, 
and tenable for four years at this 
Faculty, are offered annually by my Ministry. 
It has now been made possible for a Northern 
Ireland boy to proceed, at a comparatively 
trifling cost, from the farm to the University 
through the various stages of training pro- 
vided by the Ministry. 

The amplest facilities for the training of 
farmers’ daughters in poultry-keeping, dairy- 
ing, butter-making and rural domestic 
economy subjects are also provided. In addi- 
tion to the short courses held at selected 
centres in the different counties there are two 
residential schools—namely, the Ulster Dairy 
School, Cookstown, and the North-West Agri- 
cultural School, Strabane, at which a 
thorough course of practical and technical 
instruction in subjects associated with the 
ordinary farm life of girls is given. 

With a view to the investigation of pro- 
blems bearing directly on the farming system 
of Northern Ireland the Ministry has estab- 
lished . five distinct Research Divisions— 
namely: (1) The Chemical and Animal Nutri- 
tion Division; (2) the Seed Testing and Plant 
Diseases Division; (3) the Plant Breeding 
Division; (4) the Poultry Division; (5) the 
Anima] Diseases Division. 

It is not practicable to do more than allude 
to the activities of the Ministry in connection 
with the live stock, dairying and poultry 
branches of the agricultural industry. The 
eneral standard of the cattle in the country 
is being steadily improved by the use of 
premium bulls, and bulls of inferior type are 
gradually being eliminated by the Ministry's 


Live Stock Breeding Act. 


MILK AND BUTTER. 


Milk production is receiving special atten- 
tion, and it may be of interest to you to 
know that while in 1922 we had only six 
milk-recording associations, with a total of 
1,200 cows under test, we have to-day 34 as- 
sociations with over 7,000 animals being 

. There is every prospect that this 
year these figures will be substantially in- 
creased. While on this subject, I might 
mention that the Ministry is doing its utmost 
to encourage improvement in the methods of 
manufacture of butter, both in our co-opera- 
tive creameries and in the farmers’ home. 
Some of you will probably be surprised to 
learn that the vearly output of our creameries 
approaches 4,000 tons. 

With regard to potato-growing. some 
140,000 tons were exported from Northern 
Ireland. Experiments with new varieties and 
fertilisers are carried out under the Ministry's 
direction, and the results obtained are dis- 
seminated for the information of the farming 
community. 

Last, but not least, is the poultry industry, 
which ranks much higher in importance than 
is generally imagined. Few people realise 
that the annual value of the shipments of eggs 
from our ports to Great Britain is about 
£2,500,000, and I hope that the Marketing 
of Eggs Act which has just come into opera- 
tion, together with the measures taken by 
our County Committees to improve the general 

rd of our poultry through the medium 
of egg distribution stations, will result in a 
substantial increase in the quantity and value 
of our export trade in eggs. Our egg-laying 
tests at Stormont are also playing an impor- 
tant part in the building up of better laying 
strains.
